Evacuation Commission Agrees Upon 
the Ceremony Which Shall Mark 
the Changing of Flags 
Throughout the Is- 
land.

Havana, December 26.—The American 
evacuation commissioners will tomorrow 
issue the following proclamation to the 
inhabitants of the island of Cuba: 

“The undersigned commissioners, on the 
part of the United States, having been 
invested with power by the president to 
arrange for and execute the evacuation 
of Cuba and adjacent islands,.and also 
taking over the puolic property of Spain, 
have entered into an agreement with the 
commissioners on the part of Spain for 
the final ceremonies and regulations to be 
observed and carried out on the first day 
of January, and thereafter. until the Span- 
ish troops shall have embarked for repa- 
triation and the same is published for the 
guidance of the inhabitants and others 
outside of the Santiago district. 

“The undersigned desire in this public 
manner to impress and enjoin upon all the 
people of the island the necessity for strict 
compiiance with the terms of this agree- 
ment to the end that public orcer and due 
respect for the gravity of the occasion 
May prevail, and especially to admonish 
all elasses of people to exercise self-re- 
straint and moWVeration and refrain from 
giving eause of offense or irritation and 
from the exhibition of excitement, undue 
manifestation of feeling, or from doing any 
act calculated to producevirritation or bad 
feeling. 

“For nearly four months this commission 
and other officials of the United States 
have been under the protection of the Span- 
ish authority. They have extended to us 
the most scrupulous courtesy and consid- 
eration and not one unpleasant incident 
has marred our sojourn in their midst, ana 
now that our positions are soon to be re- 
versed and they are to become our guests 
and entitled to our protection, “we must 
see to it that they enjoy the same immu- 
nity and consideration. Apart from. the 
eminent propriety of such a course, the 
best interests of all classes—Cubans, Spau- 
fards and Americans—will be thereby sub- 


served. 
Offenders Will Be Punished. 


“Acting under a sense of duty to the 
people and our government, we give notice 
that any violation of the terms and pro- 
visions of this agreement will be resented 
and offenders brought promptly to justice. 
Representing all ciasses and interests, we 
shall be governed by the strictest impar- 
tiality with the sole purpose of promoting 
the rehabilitation and pacification of Cuba. 
The preservation of peace, the security to 
persons and to property and the establish- 
ment and maintenance of government with 
just laws impartially administered are in- 
dispensable to the welfare and happiness 
of people. We, therefore, confidently in- 
voke the aid and co-operation of the in- 
habitants in accomplishing these ends.” 

The agreement is as foliows: 

“Whereas, The convention entered into 
on the 16th day of November, 1898, between 
the commissioners of the United States 
and the commissioners of Spain provides 
that the final evacuation of the territory 
of Cuba and adjacent Spanish islands by: 
the forces of Spain shall be completed at 
12 o'clock meridian, on the first day of 
January, 1899, and says that if for un- 
avoidable reasons the embarkation of the 
Spanish forces shall not be completed on 
the date herein fixed, in such case suitable 
and convenient places skall be designated 
for residence of remaining Spanish troops 
until their embarkation shall be accom- 
plished, it being well understood, however, 
that these troops will not be ejected from 
their quarters during the time that they 
must necessarily remain there; leaving 
them in their quarters and the sick in 
hospitals under the safeguard of the armies 
of the United States until they can be sent 
home, and 

“Whereas, Notwithstanding the efforts 
made by the Spanish authorities faithfully 
and promptly to carry out the provisions 
of the aforesaid convention, there will still 
be a number of Spanish troops in the 
provinces of Matanzas and Santa Clara 
whom it will have been impossible to em- 
bark for their native country before the 
Ist of January next. 

New Agreement Made. 
“Now, therefore, be it agreed between 
the commissioners of the United States and 
the commisioners of Spain in joint session 
assembled, possessing for this purpose 
under article 4 of the protocol agreement 
between the United States and Spain 
signed at Washington. on the 12th day of 
August. 1898, full authority from the gov- 
ernment of the United States and the goav- 
ernment of Spain respectively, as follows: 
_ “9, The Spanish troops remaining unem- 
barked on the ist of January shall remain 
undisturbed until their embarkation to 
Spain, in their respective quarters, build- 
ings and grounds actually then occupied 
by them and during that period shali en-

| CIMMISSION SOON TO REPORT. 


BELIEVED NICARAGUA CANAL 
WILL COST ABOUT $125,000,000. 
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Nc Difference of Opinion Among the 
Members of Commission ani Re- 
port Will Soon Be Concluded. 


Washington, December 26.—Admira! 
Walker, chairman of the Nicaraguan canal 
commission, when questioned today as to 
the time when the report of the commis- 
sion would be sent to congress, said that 
the time could not be stated definitely, as 
the report had not been signed nor entirely 
completed. He presumed, however, that it 
would be ready within the next few days. 
In answer to further inguiries, the admiral 
said that there was no differences of opin- 
fon among the members of the commission, 
except possibly on the question of cost, 
and that difference might be adjusted so 
that the report would be unanimous on all 
points. Owing to the illness of Mr. Haines 
during the last ten days practicaliy nothing 
had been done, but now that the commis- 
sion was together agein, a conclusion on 
this and other points might be expecied 
soon. 

Some months ago Admiral] Walker stated 
lo a .committee of congress that in his 
judgment the canal] would not cost more 
than $125,000,000. Another member of the 
commission fixed a maximum at $140, 000,000 
but stated that it might cost considerably 
less, and it had been the opinion of the 
third member of the commission that the 
canal would not cost more than $90,000,000. 
All were agreed that these figures were 
and could be only approximations. There 
were too many considerations and contin- 
gencies that might change the result mate- 
rially. 

An epidemic of cholera or fever might 
lay off half the working force: accidents 
to machinery or possibly earthquakes might 
damage the work in course of construc- 
tion, and while none of these would be 
likely to happen, yet they were among the 
possibilities and in estimating the cost of 
the work, favorable provision had been 
made for accidents of various kinds. All 
members of the commission, he said, are 
agreed that the construction of the canal 
on the route proposed is entirely feasible 
and should be prosecuted with all reasona- 
Lle expedition. 


CHRISTMAS AT WHITE HOUSE. 


President Spent Day Quietly—Receives 
Many Presents. 

Washington, December 26.—All the ex- 
ecutive departments were closed here to- 
day and most of the private business 
houses also. At the white house today it 
was rather quiet, although during’ the 
morning the president was in his office 
and saw several prominent callers. Among 
these were Senators Davis and Frye, each 
of whom had a talk with the president. 

When the peace commissioners presented 
the treaty to the president Saturday there 
was no opportunity for a conference. Sen- 
ator Frye went to the state department 
from the white house. 

During the afternoon the president and 
Mrs. McKinley enjoyed a long ride, and 
in the evening sat down to dinner with 
their three nephews, who are guests at the 
white house. Christmas presents have been 
received at the white house from many 
parts of the country. One of the last to 
arrive Was a bedutiful mocking bird from 
a southland admirer of the president. The 
bird was in a pretty cage decorated with 
ribbons and began to sing immediata@ly 
upon being taken into the house. He was 
pronounced a perfect specimen.

CINCINNATI TO REMAIN AWHILE 


Cruiser Will Stay at Havana Until

take part in the ceremonies attending the 
Spanish evacuation of Cuban territory, 
at the conclusion of which the vessel will 
g0 to New York. Later reports indicate 
that the Cincinnati sustained no material 
damage by running aground in the harbor 

of Santiago several days ago. 

A telegram was received saying that the 
collier Vigilant has arrived at Manila with 
her cargo on fire, but giving no details. 

Commodore Cromwel., commandant of 
the new naval station at Havana, ‘has no- 
tified the navy department that he has 
hoisted his flag on the auxiliary cruiser 
Resolute, which has just arrived at that 
port.

CABINET OF THE 
FILIPINOS QUITS 


Members Appointed by Apuinaldo 
Tender Their Resignations, 


CONSTITUTION WAS THE ISSUE

SO-CALLED CONGRESS HAS ABJOURNED 


Aguinaldo Tries To Overcome Hostil- 
ity to America—It Is Believed 
His Efforts Will Avail 
To Avert Trou- 

ble. 


Manila, December 26.—The so-called con- 
gress of the revolutionary government of 
the Filipinos, which has been in session 
for some time at Melolos, thas unexpectedly 
adjourned, owing to the difficulty of formu- 
lating a constitution. 

The cabinet of President Aguinaldo, ap- 
pointed at Baccor on July 15,th last and 
named in the Bacoor proclamation issued 
that day, has resigned. 

General Aguanialdo, who has been at 
Malolos, came there to Santa Anne, a sub- 
urb of Manila. He then visited Patornoes. 
Now it is reported he has gone to Cavite 
Viejo, the old town of Cavite. 

Reliable advices say that while he was at 
Paternoes he was indefatigable in his ef- 
forts to overcome the policy of the mill- 
tant factions which is hostile to the Amer- 
icans. It is possible that his influence will 
avail to avert trouble. 

The Filipino cabinet, proclaimed at Ba- 
coor on July 15th, in conformity with a de- 
cree issued by the revolutionary govern- 
ment on June 24th, was made up of the 
following personnel: 

President of the council of ministers, 
with the ad interim portfolios of foreign 
affairs, marine and commerce, General 
Emilio Aguinaldo y Famy. 

Secretary of war and public works, Senor 
Don Baldanoro Aguinaldo, nephew of Gen- 
eral Aguinaldo. 

Secretary of the interior, Sener Don Le- 
andro Ibarra, 

Secretary of agriculture, Senor Don Ma- 
riano ‘Trias. 


TO SUPPRESS LAWLESSNESS. 


Military and Naval Expedition Sent 
to City of Iloilo. 
Washington, December 2%.—The adminis- 
tration has taken steps to safeguard Amer- 
fean interests in the city of Iloilo, in the 
island of Panay, one of the Philippine 
archipelago, and a military and naval ex- 
pedition is now on its way there from 

Manila. 

Cable advices were received here today 
from General Otis, commanding the mili- 
tary forces in the Philippines, and Admiral 
Dewey, commanding the naval! forces there, 
showing that they are acting in concert in 
the matter. 

General Otis reported that he had dis- 
patched two regiments and a battery of 
artillery to Iloilo on army transports, and 
Admiral Dewey notifies the navy depart- 
ment that the cruiser Baltimore had sailed 
from Manila for the same place. 

It is explained that these officers are act- 
ing upon their own discretion in the mat- 
ter, and that no official advices have been 
received here to indicate that there is any 


unusual lawlessness in Iloilo. 

Several days ago it was reported by way 
of Madrid that the Spanish forces in Iloilo 
had been attacked by the insurgents and 
had driven them back with heavy losses, 
but this report lacks official confirmation. 
The United States expedition is more in 
the nature of a precaution, but will take 
active measures for the suppression of law- 
lessness in case the condition of affairs re- 


quires it.

Department Will Carry on Hand Enor- 
mous Amount of Coal. 


2 ee OF US! 


WILL BE WELL DISTRIBUTED 


Will Be Placed at the Important Sea- 
coast Cities. 


COAST TO BE EFFECTIVELY PROTECTED 


Over 300,000 Tons Are To Be Syste- 
matically Placed at Once—120,- 
O00 To Double Cape Horn. 


New York, December 26.—A special from 
Washington says that the navy depart- 
ment is going to be prepared for any 
emergency that may hereafter arise in 
the Atlantic and the Pacific oceans by 
carrying on hand the enormous stock of 
nearly half a million tons of the best 
steaming coal for warships that can be 
procured. This supply of the most impor- 
tant of all sinews of modern war is to be 
Systematically distributed in American 
ports most conveniently to care for the 
coaling of ships for any operations the 
navy may be called on to undertake, ex- 
tending along the Atlantic and gulf coast 
line from Frenchmen’s bay, Maine, to San 
Juan de Porto Rico, as well as to the 
commanding positions along the lines of 
commerce which have already been se- 
cured by the United States in the Pacific 
ocean stretching from San Francisco and 
Puget Sound to Manila and southward to 


Samoa. 

In the naval sphere of activity in the 
Atlantic about 300,000 tons are to be 
promptly and systematically stored in ac- 
cordance with the recommendation of the 
chief strategists of the service, and at 
least 120,000 tons will be sent around Cape 
Horn to the great western: ocean, where 
American interests have suddenly become 
second to those of no other nation, and 
where the influence of the United States 
will not hereafter be subordinated to that 
of any European power. 

The distribution of immense piles of 
American coal for naval purposes in the 
Pacific indicates the unalterable attitude 
which has been adopted by the adminis- 
tration regarding the future policy of the 
United States in that direction, as the 
initial expense involved in transporting the 
proper quality of fuel for use in the marine 
engines, as well as the elaborate character 
of the apparatus which must be instailed 
for the expeditious war vessel for which 
time is a most essential element demon- 
strate how thoroughly the authorities have 
matured their plans. The number of tons 
which will be held in reserve at the various 
coaling stations west of the American con- 
tinent have been fixed for the present as 
follows: 

Manila, 25,000; Guam, 1,000; Honolulu, 
25,000; Pago-Pago, 10,000; San Francisco, 25,- 
000, and Bremerton, Puget Sound, 25,000 
tons. On the Atlantic coast, in addition 
to the fuel supplies already established at 
the various navy yards and naval stations, 
the recommendations of Admiral Belknap’s 
board, which made its investigations early 
in the Spanish war, will probably be adopt- 
ed without modification, with the addition 
of several requisite ports in the West In- 
dies. The location of these naval bases, 
with their tonnage of coal supply, will be 
as follows: 

Havana, 25,000; Santiago de Cuba, 10,000; 
San Juan de Porto Rico, 25,000; Tortugas 
and Key West, 30,000; Port Royal, S. C., 
25,000; Norfolk, Va., 5,000; Washington, 
1,000; League Island, 5,000; New York, 5,000; 
New London, Conn., 25,000; Boston, 15,000; 
Portsmouth, N. H., 10,000; Frenchman’s 
Bay, Me., 15,000 tons. 

In addition to these, the naval authori- 
ties are satisfied that they can always 
depend upon securing at a minute’s notice 
at Hampton Roads, as well as at New 
York, at least 650,000 tons, such amounts 
being always available at those ports for 
commercial marine uses, 

With strong coal bases provided in this 
arrangement within easy steaming distance 
of every vessel in the naval fleet, the 
effective protection of the Atlantic coast 
would be more than doubled as compared 
with its condition six months ago. With 
the exception of the long stretches around 
the South American continent, where, in 
case of the enforced neutrality of the Latin 
American republics, United States ships 
cannot purchase coal in their ports, a con- 
tinued recourse to armed colliers will be 
unavoidable. The government is now for- 
tunately possessed of seventeen of these 
invaluable vessels, with an aggregate car- 
rying capacity approximating 50,000 tons, 
and it is the intention to keep these vesgels 
filled to their capacity and constantly ready 
for immediate service. 


GREAT ENTHUSIASM IN HAVANA 


Spanish Territory in Cuba Is Now Lim- 
ited to Small Space. 

Chicago, December 26.—A censored spe- 
cial cable to The Tribune, from Havana, 
Says: 

“Rioting began at Montserrat tonight. A 
battalion of Spanish troops hurried from 
the barrack, on the Prado, tv Galiano 
street, the dividing line between Cuban 
and Spanish territory. Order was restored, 
but in the firing which occurred before the 
troops arrived, an eight-year-old Cuban 
child was killed by a stray bullet. 

“Spanish terrritory in the new world is 
now limited to a narrow strip of land be- 
tewen Havana harbor and Galiano street. 
The flags of Cuba libre and the United 
States are waving within two blocks of 
the Prado, the great boulevard which runs 
through the center of Havana. 

“Montserrat having been evacuated, the 
place was alive today with Cubans and 
people from the United States. The scene 
enacted at Cerro and Vedado last week, 
and at Jesus del Monte, yesterday, was re- 
peated at Montserrat. 

“There was even a greater demand, for 
Montserrat comes almost to the city. Some 
of the flags leaped across the dividing line 
and waved on the Spanish side. Crowds of 
men and women waving Cuban and Amer- 
ican flags and carrying branches of trees 
paraded the streets, shouting and singing. 

Many Americans went over to see the 
demonstration. They did not remain long 
Owing to the intense enthusiasm the popu-.

DAYS CHADWICK 


Commander of New York Answers te 
Article in Engineering Magazine, 


TELLS OF THEIR CONDITION 


Had Steam in Six Boilers and Others 
Were Ready. 


HE QUOTES ORDERS OF THE ADMIRAL 


Denies That There Was Salt Water 
in Any Boiler—Could Not Keep 
Up Full Steam. 


New York, December 26.—Captain F. E. 
Chadwick, commander of the cruiser New 
York. now lying off Tompkinsville, gave 
out a statement today denying allegations 
made in an article published in The En- 
gineering Magazine. 

In the article referred to, statements are 
made to the’ effect that the United States 
warships that destroyed Cervera’s fleet at 
Santiago on July 3d, were really not in 
proper state of preparedness when the 
Spanish fleet passed out through the chan- 
ne] and attempted to escape. 

Engines were uncoupled, it was stated, 
boilers were either empty or full of salt 
water, and the grates were cold. Captain 
Chadwick says: 

“The New York and Brookiyn have four 
engines, all of which, together can only 
be used to advantage with full power. The 
New York was using forty-five tons of 
coal a day on the blockade. It was the 
practice to keep steam in four of the six 
boilers, a fifth filled with water kept hot 
by the hydrokineter and primed ready for 
firing, and a sixth cleaning. It was the 
condition the day of the action. The sixth 
boiler, as were all the rest, was filled with 
fresh, not salt water. 

“To have kept fire sufficient to use effi- 
ciently all the engines coupled would have 
occasioned an expenditure of coal which 
would have forced the New York from her 
Station, as it did others. As it was, she 
was hanging on by her eyelids, so to 
speak, avoiding, aB long as possible, going 
to Guantanamo for coal. The use of her 
engines and the Braoklyn’s coupled before 
the moment of’ full power would have been 
a very serious detriment, and after full 
power was on it would have been absurd 
to thave stopped to couple when going six- 
teen or seventeen knots, and thus lose from 
four to five miles, when it was so clearly 
apparent that the chase was being rapidly 
overhauled. 

‘Stringent arderg existed regarding the 
use of the fresh water in all ships, it was 
not singular to the Oregon. The New York 
never had any but fresh water in her boil- 
ers, and a circular order of Rear Admiral 
Sampson of May 29th, covered this matter 
in great detail. 

“If fullsteam had been kept at all times, 
it would simply thave meant more ships off 
their stations, and less force to meet the 
enemy. It would have been a foolish thing 
to do from any point of view, particularly 
from the engineering, as bleeding contin- 
uously into the condensers at a high pres- 
sure, would have been most injurious to 
them, and we should had our ships shortly 
altogether incapacitated.’’

DRY GOODS HOUSE FLOODED 


Building Occupied by Everett-Ridley- 


Ragan Co. Catches Fire. 


THE SPRINKLERS WORK WELL 


Fire Was Not Discovered in the Build- 
ing and the Water Leaked to 
the Bottom Floor. 


A smal! fire that originated on the top 
floor of the Everett-Ridley-Ragan build- 
corner Edgewood avenue and Pryor 
street, at 10 o'clock last night, resulted 
in flooding with water a large portion of 
each floor of the large establishment and 
ir. a loss the size of which cannot be esti- 
mated at the present time, but which 
will amount to a good figure. 

The fire started in a trash box on the 
top floor of the building and the auto- 
matic fire extinguishers that have been 
arranged on each floor of the establishment 
bursted*and put the flames out in a mo- 
ment. The watchman on the outside of 
the building could not get in to cut off 
the water. 

A fire alarm was turned in by the 
watchman and a telephone message 
brought a member of the firm and a key 
with which to get in the building. It was 
found upon reaching the top floor that the 
fire had started in one corner, and that 
only the sprinkler immediately above the 
trash box that was burning had broken 
loose. 

As soon as possible the water was cut 
off and a considerable time was required 
to cover the dry goods on the shelves with 
ollcloths to protect them from the drip- 
ping water. 

The water had leaked all the way down 
to the bottom floor of the building, cov- 
ering a good part of the goods, but in 
many cases not causing serious damage. 
On the four top floors the flood had done 
considerable damage. At the late hour last 
night the members of the firm who had 
been called from their homes could not 
estimate the extent of the loss. Mr. Willis 
Ragan, who was one of the first to arrive 
at the store, spoke highly of the automatic 
sprinkler, but expressed himself as gratified 
that only one of the heads broke under 
the heat of the fire. In the building are 
over 1,500 sprinkle heads and the damage 
that would have been done had more than 
one of them bursted would have been enor- 
mous. 

The loss as it is will amount to a large 
figure, but it will in no way interfere with 
the business of the firm.

Matters of Importance Were Discussed 
and Meeting Was a Success- 
ful One. 


Philadelphia, December 26.—The Ameri- 
can Jewish Historical Association held its 
seventh annual meeting here today with 
a large and representative gathering of 
Jewish scholars and writers, 

The morning session was presided over 
by First Vice President Simon W. Rosen- 
dale, of Albany, and Drs. Cyrus Adler and 
Herbert Friedenwald, of Washington, D. 
C., acted as secretaries. 

Mr. Rosendale, in calling the meeting to 
order, expressed his regret at the absence 
of the president of the society, Hon. Oscar 
S. Straus, of New York, who was now fill- 
ing the position of United States minister 
at Constantinople. Mr. Rosendale read a 
letter from Mr. Straus proffering his resig- 
nation as president of the society and ex- 
pressing his continued interest in its work. 

Repofts of officers were then submitted, 
That of the treasurer showed a balance on 
hand of $1,413.28. 

The report of the corresponding secre- 
tary showed a membership of 216, compris- 
ing six honorary members, twelve corre- 
sponding members, four life members and 
194 regular members, 

Dr. Herbert, Friedenwald, of Washington, 
submitted a report as recording secretary, 
giving the details of a€tions taken by the 
executive council. This included an _  in- 
crease of one in the number of vice presi- 
dents; the incorporation of the society on 
December 19th in the District of Columbia; 
the assignment to Dr. J. H. Hollander, of 
Baltimore, to collect details regarding the 
names, rank and services of Jews who were 
in the army and navy during the recent 
war and the fixing cf the date for the 
holding of the society’s annual meetings. 

There was some discussion regarding the 
advisability of a fixed date for the annual 
meetings and the matter was referred back 
to the executive council for further con- 
sideration, 

Upon motion of Dr. Hollander, the chair- 
man appointed a nominating committee of 
three. 

A number of papers were read at both 
sessions. 

Simon W. Rosendale presented the Tfre- 
ports of the committee on Dutch records.

Vice Presidents—Simon W. Rosendale, Al- 
bany; Mendes Cohen, Baltimore; Professor 
Charles Gross, Boston, and Professor Her- 
bert B. Adams, Baltimore.

Places thus occupied being upon the au- 
thorities of the United States. The com- 
manding officer of the Spanish forces, in 
the event of public disorder, will place 
himself at once in communication with 
the commanding officer of the United 
States forces and in concert with hhim e¢ar- 
ry out such measures for the suppression 
of disorder as they may jointly agree upon, 
or which they may have formulated in ad- 
vance for the prevention and suppession of 
such disorders. 

‘“**2. The Spanish officers in command of 
troops will give due notice to the nearest 
commanding officer of the United States 
forces of intended departure from quarters 
for their respective points of embarkation. 

** 3. Provincial and municipal authorities 
will not be allowed to tax in any manner 
the Spansh forces nor their belongings, nor 
give any orders which will increase the 
price of eatables or other effects necessary 
for the subsistance of their troops. Com- 
binations to raise the prices of supplies 
or to deprive the Spanish forces of what 
is necessary for their subsistence while in 
camp or en route will not be permitted. 

No Change in Conditions. 

‘* ‘4. Employees of the postal and tele- 
graphic service will continue to carry the 
correspondence of the Spanish forces and 
transmit their official telegraphic messages 
under the same conditions as heretofore. 

‘**5. No import duties or charges of any 
kind or character will be levied by custom 
house officials upon material of war of the 
Spanish or upon the personal effects of 
Spanish soldiers or officers or on those of 
their families. 

‘* 6. Hospitals with their sick, attendants 
and medical supplies in evacuated territory 
will be afforded the protection of the army 
of the United States, the Spanish authori- 
ties providing everything necessary for the 
care, subsistence and transportation for the 
sick so detained and for repatriation upon 
recovery. 

“7. The general in chief of the Spanish 
army agrees that his officers and soldiers 
will preserve the most exact discipline and 
in event that any should enter the houses 
and Jands of private persons without. con- 
sent of owners he shall severely punish the 
offenders. 

“8. Should any offense be committed by 
any officer or soldier of the Spanish against 
inhabitants he will be promptly brought to 
trial by the proper military authorities of 
said forces before a proper Spanish mili- 
tary tribunal. Any offense committed hy 
any inhabitant against any person of the 
Spanish forces will be promptly brought to 
justice by the cOmmander of the United 
States forces in connection with the com- 
manding officer of the Spanish forces. 


Subject to Damages. 

“9. In event of any injury or damage to 
Spanish troops the injured parties shall 
have the right to submit their claims for in- 
demnification to the Spanish government, 
it being fully understood that Spain is ac- 
countable for injuries to persons and pri- 
vate property esteblished by proper proof. 
It is understooa that this paragraph is sub- 
ject to any of the provisions the peace com- 
missions of the United States and Spain 
may have made on the subject of settle- 
ment of claims arising thereafter. 

‘10. Punctua] payment will be made for 
whatever is purchased of inhabitants by or 
for the Spanish. 

‘11. It is understood that the Spanish 
authorities will use due diligence in em- 
barking for Spain at the earliest possible 
time the Spanish troops remaining in Cuba. 

‘12. The commissioners of the United 
States and the commissioners of Spain in

Will Exchange Salutes. 

“1. At 12 o’clock on the first day of 
January, 1899, a battery of salutes at Caba- 
has will discharge twenty-one cannon and 
immediately thereafter the Spanish flag 
will be lowered, and from Morro castle 
and from all official buildings where dis- 
played and the flag of the United States 
Shall be raised in its place, saluting with 
another discharge of twenty-one guns 
from the same battery, these salutes to be 
fired by American and Spanish artillery- 
men respectively. American and Spanish 
Ships-of-war that may be in that port 
properly equipped shall salute both flags, 
discharging the proper number of guns. 

“2. Land and naval forces of the United 
States which may have been designated 
by their respective commanders and who 
Shall have entered Havana in advance and 
Shall have located themselves at a con- 
venient place, upon hearing the salutes, 
shall proceed to occupy the fortifications, 
edifices and places in the city which the 
American authorities may desire to occupy, 
and that at all military places a Spanish 
officer will await the arrival of the Ameri- 
can forces and will deliver the place to 
them, leaving it in their possession. If on 
that day and hour there shall yet be Span- 
ish troops in Havana, they will remain 
in their quarters and will form ranks dur- 
ing the time of the delivery of the city, 
saluting American troops which may pass 
there, presenting arms to sounds of march 
from musicians and bands. The American 
troops will return the salute in identical 
form. 

“3. At the same hour of 12 o'clock on 
the Ist of January there shall be present 
at all centers, tribunals, offices and civil 
dependencies of the Spanish government 
the respective functionaries and employees 
who may have not yet ceased discharging 
their duties and they shall make delivery 
to the American functionaries who may 
present themselves for that purpose and 
will then receive proper instruction. 

‘* ‘4. Before the time of delivery commis- 
sioners of the United States and the com- 
missioners of Spain, together with the two 
governors general and their headquarter 
officers and guards, will assemble at the 
palace of the captain general to decide on 
the moment, and by common accord, any 
doubt or difficulty which may occur over 
the delivery and to receive immediately 
afterwards any person who may desire to 
visit them either in recognition of new 
authority or in farewell to the one that 
ceases. 

‘5. Although it is not to be expected 
from the culture of this city, that any one 
will disturb order or the gravity of the 
delivery of the island, but if any one should 
so disturb it he shall be immediately sup- 
pressed by public force and the American 
authorities will punish the guilty with se- 
verity. 

‘6. On concluding the delivery, the Span- 
ish troops which may yet remain on the 
island shall be considered as a foreign 
army in a friendly country, and as such, 
respected by all.’

DID NOT OCCUR 


Petrelenm Metor Cycle Broke Down in 
Third Mile. 


OTHER PACERS WERE LEADING 


There Was Considerable Interest in the 
Unusual Contest. 


SIXTEEN-YEAR-OLD BOY MAKES A RECORD 


Harry Gibson Beats Tom Cooper’s Half 
Mile Exhibition by One-Fifth 
of a Second. 


New York, December 26.—The question of 
supremacy between human and machine 
pacemaking for bicycle riders has yet to be 
determined. Tonight at Madison Square 
garden the American Cycle Racing Associ- 
ation held one of its tournaments where 
amateurs and professionals struggled hard 
for honors, The night's programme was 
to have been wound up with a twenty- 
mile race between H. D. Elkes, the world's 
hour champion, of Glens Falls, N. Y., paced 
by regular pacemakers, and Jay Eaton and 
Eddy Goodman, paced by the French ma- 
chine. 

Eaton was chosen to ride the first ten 
miles behind the motor, but in the third 
mile, when Elkes had a lead of more than 
a lap. the machine Lroke down, owing to 
the snapping of a strap which controlled 
the running: of the machine, and then the 
interest in’ the contest lagged. Soon after- 
wards Eaton fellin behind Elkes and after 
he had covered ten miles Goodman tackled 
separate pacemakers. 
his pacemakers too slow and tacked on be- 
hind the Glens Falls rider, who was flying 
around the track. 

At the end of the eighteenth miles Elkes 
had a lead of one mile, but he did not re- 
linquish his fast pace, while Goodman was 
taken up by fresh tandems. In the last lap 
of the twentieth mile Elkes rode ahead of 
his pacemakers and finished the distance in 
41 minutes 412-5 seconds, with Gocdman 
amost a mile behind. Jimmy Michael's 
time for this distance over the same track 
was 40 minutes 39 seconds. 

Oscar Hedstrom won the half-mile pro- 
fessional stracth race ‘thandily by two 
lengths, with Caldwell and Kreamer sepa- 
rated by half a wheel for second honors. 

Kraemer, of Chicago, wrested the profes- 
sional Jaurels from Hedstrom in the one- 
mile race, defeating the Brooklynite in the 
final heat by a length and a half, after a 
very pretty contest in the last lap. 

The tussle between human pacemakers 
and the petroleum motor cycle. which was 
the event of the night, began shortly after 
Fournier, the French expert, made more 
than a dozen laps of the track to get his 
machine up to pacing pace before the 
pistol cracked for the start, and then Jay 
Eaton jumped on behind the ‘locomotive’ 
which was on the pole, while Elkes got 
in behind his tandem and soon took a com- 
manding lead. 

In the first lap Elkes passed the machine 
and up to the end of the first mile gained 
constantly, In the second mile the human 
pacemakers gained a very decided advan- 
tage and had a lap to their credit when 
the two-mile mark was passed. During 
the third mile the driving strap on the 
motor cycle snapped with a loud crack 
and Fournier had to pull up. Then Eaton, 
who saw that the task of overtaking Ki kes 
unpaced was hopeless, got in behind the 
latter and Elkes slowed down a bit. All 
interest in the race was lost, as ElkKes 
had a lap to the good and there was no 
chance of his opponent’s catching: him. 

Harry Gibson, of Cincinnati, a lad of 
sixteen, rode an exhibition half mile paced 
by a tandem in 3% seconds. This perform- 
ance stamps him a crackajack, as the time 
made beats that of Tom Cooper over the 
Same track by 1-5 second,

One mile handicap, professional, final 
heat won by Kraemer, fifty yards: Hed- 
strom, forty yards, second; Miller, fifty 
yards, New York, third.

KILLED IN MACON 


Tarheel Seldier and a Colored Cook 
Shot te Death. 


MURDERER IS NOW IN JAIL 


Private Abernathy Tries To Keep Peo- 
ple Out of a Dance Hall. 


HE USES KIS _PISTOL INDISCRIMINATELY 


Duel Took iste Near the Union Depot 
_ nd Caused Considerable Excite- 
ment in the City. 


Macon, Ga., December 26.—(Speciai.)—~ 
The Third North Carolina volunteer ‘n- 
fantry, colored, keeps up its record for 
lawlessness and murder. One of its mem- 
bers was shot and killed today in Macon 
while trying to murder a colored cook of 
the Third engineers, and another member 
“of the Third infantry is in jail for the mur- 
der of the cook. 

The double tragedy occurred near Hen- 
ry Hammond’s dance house in an alley on 
Fourth street. a short distance from the 
union passenger depot. Hammond’s dance 
house is a favorite resort for the negro 
soldiers and negroes of the city generally, 
and today an unusually large crowd was 
congregated there celebrating ‘¢*hristmas. 
The killing happened about 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, right at the mouth cf the pas- 

®sageway that leads to Hammond’s. 

The principals in the tragedy were Pri- 
vate Haywood Abernathy, company A, 
Third North Carolina volunteer infantry; 
Private Lee Alexander, Third North Car- 
a@lina volunteer infantry, and W. A. Ross, 
Third engineers. 

Abernathy shot and killed Ross. Alex- 
ander was fatally shot in the abdomen and 
died soon after being wounded. One report 
Bays that Ross shot Alexander after Ross 
was shot by Abernathy. 

Abernathy and Alexander were friends; 
Abernathy, with pistol in hand, took a po- 
sition near the passageway that leads to 
Hammond’s, and with an oath declared 
he would shoot the first negro t‘hat attempt- 
ed to enter the passageway leading to the 
hall. Ross started in the passageway and 
Abernathy, true to his word, commenced 
shooting at Ross. Alexander joined Ab- 
ernathy in the fire, and shot at Ross sev- 
eral times. Ross was struck by a bullet in 
the left side of the neck, and fell to the 
ground. His neck was broken by the bul- 
let. It is said the fatal putlet was fired 
by Aberpathy. 

During the firing Alexander was shot in 
the stomach and dropped upon his knees 
mortally wounded, and report says after 
Ross had fallen to the ground with a bro- 
ken neck, from <Abernatny’s bullet, he 
raised himself on his elbow and fired the 
fatal bullet into Alexander and then fell 
back on the ground dead. Another report 
is that Alexander was shot by indiscrimi- 
nate shooting of Abernathy. Eye wit- 
nesses declare that Ross never fully suc- 
ceeded in drawing this pistol, and never 
shot Alexander. ' 

One empty shell was found 
‘pistol, but a white man named Tarrell, of 
the Third engineers, says Ross got the 
pistol from -him this morning, and at that 
.time there was one empty shell in it. 
| Alexander shot five times and Abernathy 
‘shot several times. 

When Abernathy saw he had killed Ross 

and Alexander was lying on the ground 
fatally wounded, he commenced to run 
rapidly away, hotly pursued by several of 
ithe provost guard. He was finally caught 
‘at the corner of Pine and Second streets, 
several blocks away from the scene of the 
murder. While Abernathy was being pur- 
sued he threw away his pisto!, and it was 
afterwards picked up by C€. G. Sutton, 
! Abernathy was carried to the provost 
iguard headquarters, and later was taken to 
the county jail. Alexander was carried to 
the First division headquarters, where he 
died in an hour or so. His body was taken 
'to Wood's undertaking establishment, and 
an autopsy was made by the hospital 
‘surgeon. 

The dead body of Ross was taken to 
Keating's undertaking establishment, on 
Mulberry street. The coroner will hold ine 
quests over the remains of the two men 
| tomorrow morning. 

Abernathy, Alexander and Ross each had 
pistols of 38-caliber. All three pistols were 
taken in charge by officers. 

Ross had a difficulty at Henry Hammond's 
on Saturday night. He was arrested by 

‘the police and docketed for disorderly con. 
duct and shooting in the city. At the re- 
corder’s court this morning there was not 
sufficient evidence to convict, and he was 
dismissed. In two hours thereafter he was 
a dead man. 

Ross came from St. Louis, and had been 
cook for the Third engineers some time. 

The killing created great excitement 
among the negro soldiers and negroes gen- 

erally, and had a quieting effect on them, 
and at an early hour this evening they dis- 
persed and left the streets, 

The killing of Alexander makes the fifth 
fesularly enlisted negro soldier who has 
‘been killed in Macon since the Third North 
‘Carolina and Sixth Virginia regiments have 
been stationed here, during a period of 
time of less than two months. Ress was 
not an enlisted man, being merely a cook, 
and his death makes a total of six killed.

Strikers Will Organize Under Organ- 
izer White Today. 

Augusta, Ga., December 26.—(Special)— 
There were three large meetings of the 
striking cotton mill operatives today at 
10, 3 and 7:30 o'clock. 

Samuel M. White, organizer of the so- 
cialist labor party for Georgia, arrived 
from Atlanta today, bringing a money con- 
tributation to the strikers frem labor or- 
ganizations in Atlanta, and promising 
rrore. He proposes to orgarize a swucialist 
labor party here tomorrow night, and a 
monster procession is planned to start from 
the monument, on Broad street, and march 
to Hick’s hall where the meeting and or- 
gan‘zation will take place. 

The strikers. feel greatly encouraged by 
the coming of Mr. White, and the promises 
he gives of substantial aid from labor or- 
ganizations elsewhere. 

When the cut was made the operatives in 
the Augusta factory and Enterprise factory 
accepted it and continued at work. Em- 
ployees in the King and Sibley mills and 
Langley mill, across the river, refused to 
work for the reduced wages and went out. 
As the mill men showed their wages were 
above the wages of mills in Carolina and of- 
fered to make them 6 per cent higher, they 
had a strong case against the strikers, the 
public sentiment being that the strikers 
were pursuing a suicidal policy. 

About two weeks ago it was announced 
by the mill presidents that unless the 
strikers came back to work that al] the 
mills would be shut down until all the 
operatives resumed work. This threat 
went into effect on December 24th, and 
though the operatives in the Augusta and 
Enterprise factories accepted the cut from 
the first, they now find themselves shut 
out for the purpose of coercing all to come 
back. In the opinion of many people who 
have heretofore been on the side of the 
mills, this is an unwarranted step on the 
part of the presidents. They announced 
their cut and these overatives accepted it. 
In all fairness, it is claimed, they should 
be allowed to work at the reduced scale. 

This action of the mills has given the 
operatives a grievance and 
strikers, according to their view. on more 
tenable grounds. This new aspect of thea 
case and the coming of White with assur- 
ances of aid has made the strikers more 
positive and much more hopeful. The in-

SAVANNAH'S LIST 


One Hundred and Sixty Cases Are Booked 
by the Police. 


KNIFE DOES BLOODY WORK 


Woman Stabs.a Man to the Heart, 
Causing Instant Death. 


LW USES A BLADE ON GREEN 


Atlanta Young Man Caught Working 
a Smooth Game on Savannah Mer- 
chants Who Cause Arrest. 


Savannah, Ga., December 26.—(Special.)— 
The po.ice records since Saturday mgnt 
have gone to nearly 160 cases, inciuding two 
murders. The majority of arrests were 
for drunkenness, fighting and the usual 
disorder attendant upon the occasion. 

At 19 o’clock this morning, in the old 
fort section, Charles Low and Charles 
Green quarreled over two women, the lat- 
ter taking part in the engagement. Low 
fatally stabbed Green in the abdomen. He 
was taken to the Georgia infirmary, where 
he died today. 

Yamacraw also kept up its record. Queen 
Martin, in a drunken quarrel, stabbed her 
paramour, Joe Heyward, to the heart, kill- 
ing him instantly. Queen is an old offend- 
er, having been mixed up with the famous 
Myer murder years ago.

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The Election of Senators. 

We agree with The Springfield Repub- 
lican that the situation in West Virginia 
demonstrates anew the present undem- 
‘ocratic and therefore unwise method of 
electing United States senators. It 
has been demonstrated before on many 
occasions, but West Virginia affords a 
fresh, if not fragrant, instance. 

In the legislature of that state, the 
republicans had a majority of two on 
joint ballot, but two republican senators 
have forfeited their seats by accepting 
commissions inthe army. This leaves 
the two parties tied on joint ballot. Both 
parties are now threatening to unseat 
members enough to give them a major- 
ity, a contest which, if carried out to 
its logical conclusion, would Involve 
either corruption or anarchy—perhaps 
both. 

The present system is wrong, and be- 
ing wrong, is a constant invitation to 
corruptionists. That this invitation 
has been accepted in many states our 
readers know very well. Wherever 
there igs a close margin, or a deadlock, 
the use of money on a very few men 
is sufficient to decide the case. Now, 
if these members of the legislatures were 
acting in full view of their constituents, 
they would not be likely to surrender 
to bribes or to create scandal in any 
way. But they are gathered together 
at points which, though central, are re- 
mote from the voters who elect them, 
and they feel freer to engage in under- 
handed transactions. 

The remedy for ali this is to make the 
system of choosing United States sen- 
ators democratic. Th6y should be 
chosen by the people. It is true that 
a senator represents a state instead of 
a district; but is a legislature ag repre- 
sentative of a state as the people them- 
selves? Take away the people and 
their interests, and the word state has 
no meaning or potency. In Georgia, 
the difficulty is got over by means of 
@ primary. In the state primaries pre- 
ceding the choice of a United States 
senator, the people express their choice 
at the ballot box, and this choice the 
legislature feels bound to respect. 

This, however, is.a makeshift. The 
senators should be chosen by the people 
in the regular way, and the maiter 
should be taken entirely out of the 
hands of the legislatures. If we are 
going to have a democratic government 
it should be democratic in all things, 
especially in a matter so important as 
the selection of United States senators. 

.We shall never have a truly representa- 
tive congress until there is a change in 
the method of electing senators. 

The movement in favor of this change 
is, we are glad to say, growing all the 
time. 
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A Word tothe Anxious Brethren. 

The attempt on the part of some of 
our republican contemporaries to show 
that the ex-confederate veterans are a 
class of rabid pension hunters is ex- 
ceedingly foolish. 

We have recently had a new recon- 
struction, and there is no longer any 
feeling of sectionalism in the south, 
nor any prejudices against the north- 
ern people as such. This fact, it seems, 
is very alarming to those who have 
heretofore employed sectional preju- 
dices aS a snapper to their political 
whips. It is provable indeed that 
they do net j|feei this prejudice 
themselves, but they have employed it 
for political purposes so long and so 
‘freely that they cannot help recurring 
to the habit when the opportunity of- 
fers. . 

We remember a time, not so very 
.many years ago, when The New York 
‘Tribune discovered a National Peril (in 
big black type) in “confederate claims.” 
The country was informed that if it 
elected the democratic candidate for 
president, the treasury would be looted 
to pay “confederate claims.” Somehow 
or other, all these “claims” amounting 
to millions and millions suddenly dis- 
appeared from view when a democratic 
president was elected. Some other scare- 
crow was invented to do duty. 

And now, when a member of congress 
who is notoriously not a representative 
of southern desires or designs moves 
that the ex-confederate veterans be 
‘placed on the pension rolls, those who 
‘are in the habit of appealing to section- 
al prejudices for political purposes 
straightway take the cue, and anxious- 
ly insist that these veterans are rabidly 
seeking to secure places as pensioners. 

We assure the anxious brethren that 
there is nothing in it. The confeder- 
ate veterans are not seeking federal 
pensions. They never dreamed of such 
a thing. The man who made the pro- 
posal in the senate may have been per- 
fectly sincere in it; but we take leave 
to doubt his sincerity. 
introduce his measure for political pur- 
poses—he is very far from being a dem- 
ocrat—it is simply a_ case of slopping 
over. ery body ows how easy it 
is to slop over, especially in a moment 
of enthusiasm. 
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northern brethren are engaged in knock- 
ing at the closed door of sectionalism 
they will not leave their readers to in- 
fer that the confederate veterans are en- 
gaged in any movement so absurd, or 
that they harbor any desire to have 
their names placed on the pension rolls 
of the federal government. Already 
these rolls have grown fo such scandal- 
ous proportions that it is hardly an 
honor for even a union soldier to have 
hig name there, sandwiched between 
the names of those who were kicked by 
mules or disabled while speculating at 
the tail-end of a sutler’s wagon. 

There are a great many things that 
those who fought against the confeder- 
ates can give them credit for. No north- 
ern man is likely to impugn the cour- 
age with which they fought for their 
convictions; nobody is likely to deny 
that they had conviction; why not, 
therefore, give them credit for a little 
common sense? By doing this the north- 
ern brethren will not only ease their 
own anxieties and calm their own fears, 
but save themselves a lot of trouble 
besides. 
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Holiday Reflections. 

Atlanta had and is having a very quiet 
and yet a very merry Christmas, There 
is less noise this year than usual, no 
doubt owing to the fact that Sunday in- 
tervened to cool the ferocious enthusi- 
asm of the small boy. ‘This absence 
of noise is very gratifying to those who 
appreciate the meaning of Christmas 
and who desire to celebrate the anni- 
versary of the Savior’s birth as it should 
be celebrated. 

So far as material matters go, the 
probability ig that the volume of Christ- 
mas trade was larger this year than 
last. ‘The shoppers took charge of the 
town last week, and from the appear- 
ance of the store windows, succeeded in 
carrying off pretty much all the holiday 
goods to be found. These windows 
presented a dismantied appearance yes- 
terday, in strange contrast to the brave 
show they made last week. If astorm 
had blown thrqugh them the apparent 
wreck could not be more complete. 

We judge from this that the people 
generally are in @ more prosperous and 
hopeful condition than they were last 
year, and this fact is very gratifying. 
No doubt Santa Claus showed his par- 
tiality this year as usual. Unquestion- 
ably there are many little ones who 
wonder why they found their stockings 
empty Christmas morning; and yet it 
pleases us to imagine that Santa Claus 
made more visits this year than he did 
last. We hope so, at any rate. We 
hope, indeed, that those of our readers 
who are fortunate in the possession of 
this world’s goods took upon themselves 
the pleasant duties of Santa Claus and 
carried happiness and hope into other 
homes besides their own. 

The late war has carried trouble into 
many homes and has imposed on the 
country many questions that threaten to 
be vexatious. These things, it may be, 
have given to the holiday season its 
hue of soberness. But while they have 
modified the enthusiasm of the Christ- 
mas crowds, they have not, as the say- 
ing is, “taken the taste out of the mouth 
of joy.” 
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Wise Precaution Taken. 

That is a wise precaution which the 
American evacuation commission in :Cu- 
ba has taken, in calling for an exhibi- 
tion of perfect order during the hours 
when authority is being transferred from 
Spain to the United States, 

The commission has now been the 
guest of the Spanish government for 
over four months, during which time 
its members and attaches have been 
treated with every consideration. The 
Spanish officials have been punctilious 
in the performance of every duty re- 
quired by etiquette, so much so ag to 
call for the notice of the Americans. The 
commission of which Rear Admiral 
Sampson is the head, therefore, proposes 
that during and after the transfer of 
authority, the Spanish officials shall be 
treated with the same courtesy. To en- 
force this desire, the Cubans have been 
appealed to, but in the event of their 
failure to recognize the proprieties of 
the occasion, ample arrangements have 
been made to compel them to do so. 

To the Cubans this prevention from 
getting even with the Spaniards may 
seem a little irksome, but it is one of 
their first lessons in orderly liberty. 
That license which so many people, espe- 
cially of the ‘Latin races, mistake for 
liberty, ig very far from the real article. 
The first essential of Anglo-Saxon lib- 

rty is the right to mind your own bus- 
iness, and if you do not do so, there are 
many effective ways of making the les- 
son plain. Then follows the right to 
live, to work, to obtain the proper rec- 
ompense for that work, and the duty 
of respecting other people in the same 
degree that respect is claimed for one’s 
self. While the Cubans have many 
provocations for hooting the Spaniards, 
vet they must not do so. 

The restraint will be a valuable lesson 
to Cuba, in complying with which the 
people of that island will begin the 
task of proving themselves worthy of 
self-government. 
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Thoughtful Words of Secretary Long. 
‘During the progress of President Mc- 
Kinley’s Atlanta trip, the orator of the 
party was, by all odds, Secretary Long, 
ex-governor of Massachusetts. 

To Georgians the secretary of the 
navy became at home on first sight be- 
cause of his remarkable resemblance, 
both in personal make-up and original 
speech, to a deceasd Georgian of dis- 
tinction, Dr. H. V. M. Miller. The two 
men together could have been mistaken 
for each other, and the homely elo- 
quence common to each would be at 
once appreciated. 

It was in Savannah’ that Secretary 
Long astonished his hearers, just as 
Dr. Miller on a similar occasion ‘would 
have done, by appealing to Americans 
to extend sympathy to the widowed 
queen of Spain. In soul-stirring words 
the secretary depicted the highly Chris- 
tian woman Christina, equally true to 
her oath of office and to her mother’s 
obligation to protect the rights of her 
boy. Her womanly and motherly qual- 
ities, her heart-grief while Americans 
rejoiced, her right to the kindly consid- 
eration of every brave man were all 
touchingly pointed out and for her sake 
Secretary Long called for kind feelings 
toward the country of which she is the 
ruler. 

Perhaps in no other country than the 
United States could such a scene have 
been witnessed of a leading cabinet 
minister of a suecessful country making 
a heartfelt appeal for the enemy’s sov- 
ereign. It was Secretary Long’s ships 
which rode into Cavite harbor and de- 
stroyed every one of Monteijo’s vessels 
without the loss of a man. It was also 
the agents of the same départment 


| which — Cervera’s fugitive ships 


to destruction against the beaches of 
Cuba. 

The apreal of Secretary Long. 
fore, for the mother who weeps for her 
boy in Madrid, wits be regarued as an- 
other development of that Americanism 
which forbids the harboring of malice. 
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Stop the Firecracker. 

‘Now that the Christmas festivities are 
over it will be a good time to discuss 
the question of absoiutely prohibiting 
the firecracker. 

Already the bloody tragedies and some 
of the equally bloody “accidents” have 
gone into history and their occurrence 
may all be traced to the desire to smell 
powder. lor ten years the city gov- 
ernment of Atlanta has been drawing 
the line tighter and tighter around the 
hilarity connected with Christmas ob- 
servance. It would now seem that the 
time has come when there should be 
brought to an end all forms of unseemly 
gayety, so that the bloody character 
too often given to Christmas may be 
averted. 

The firecracker for the small boy is 
but the cloak under which the pistol- 
toter conceals his work. In the general 
discharge of powder the _ hip-pocket 
grows equally as restless as does the 
Small boy’s firecracker package. Both 
add to the general excitement, affright- 
ing nervous people and resulting in the 
twin «rimes of “murder direct” and 
“death by accident.” 

Remove the scent of powder from the 


air and give the people an opportunity 


to enjoy themselves without interrup- 
tion from hoodlum noises. If there 
are those who want African noises on 
Christmag Day, let them remove to Fa- 
shoda at once, where they may find con- 
genial surroundings. The little money 
which merchants make out of powder 
sales can easily be made up out of some- 
thing else, 
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Atlanta Is Growing. 

The rapid growth of Atlanta is some- 
thing which is apparent to all men. 

But the other day we invited Georgia 
into our midst. The answer was lib- 
eral and enthusiastic, which causes the 
editor of The Dublin Dispatch to say: 

Atlanta ought to know by this time that 
all the people in that: city and several 
thousand from other parts of the state 
cannot be comfortably accommodated in 
a space of two or three acres around the 
Kimball. 

We regret to have to inform our es- 
teemed contemporary that the condition 
which he mentioned is one which can- 
not be changed. Atlanta began a few 
years ago as a frontier town, and the 
cry began to be raised that there’ was 
not ‘sufficient accommodation for the 
people who crowded into it. Enterpris- 
ing citizens went to work and added 
house after house and hotel after hotel 
in vain hope that the time would eome 
when they could accommodate all who 
seek our city. But, strange to say, as 
rapidly as these men worked for the in- 
crease of accommodation, the desire of 
the people abroad grew in greater ra- 
tio, and now, though the city covers 
about four miles square with buildings, 
and has hotels in greater proportion 
than any other city of its size in the 
union, still the ery is that we cannot 
accommodate the people. 

It is evident from this that Atlanta is 
doomed to be ever over-crowded. A 
city built upon a hill, its light is seen 
afar off, and it becomes the desire of 
all who hear about it to make an im- 
mediate visit. The best wecando, who 
happen to be on the inside, is to keep on 
building, to keep on extending our lim- 
its, although we know that in doing so 
we but increase the attractions which 
will bring greater crowds than ever into 
our midst. 

Good humor is the prevailing char- 
acteristic of the American people. 
About the best humored crowd to be 
found in the world is eight or ten thou- 
sand Americans seeking admission with- 
in a cireus tent. They jostle and tum- 
ble and knock against each other in the 
most perfect good humor, and go home 
feeling that they have had their money’s 
worth. 

So it must be with those who come to 
Atlanta. Weare glad to see them. We 
will do the best we can for them, and 
when our resources are at an end, why, 
we can meet good humoredly and take a 
hearty laugh. 

That is American, that is Atlantian; 
so taking it for granted as a condition 
necessary, we hope our friends will come 
back to see us again, and bring their 
knitting along. 
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The Uneasy Bones of Columbus. 

The uneasy bones which constitute all 
that remains of Christopher Columbus 
furnish a reflection upon the fleeting 
character of human gratitude. 

After the great navigator had discov- 
ered a new world and added untold 
riches to the country which commis- 
sioned him to go forth, he met with in- 
gratitude in its blackest form. Cast 
into irons and held a prisoner, he ex- 
perienced during life how sharp-toothed 
was ingratitude.

When the lovers of 
good literature hear their names or see 
their works in a window or on a counter 
they lose no time in buying a present or 
adding to their libraries. 


Mr. T. C. De Leon’s many friends. will 
regret to learn that an untimely spell of 
iiiness interferes with his enjoyment of 
this festive season. Mr, De Leon's brilliant 
novels have whetted the public appetite 
for more, and it is to be hoped that the 
popular story teller will soon be at his best 
again. 

By the way, it is an interesting fact that, 
in their youthful days, De Leon, James R. 
Randall and Henry Watterson were class- 
mates at college. All three have distin- 
guished themselves as journalists. The 
first, however, is better known as a writer 
of fiction. The second will always be re- 
membered as the Rouget de Lisle of the 
south, and the third has made fame as an 
orator, as well as a newspaper man. Alto- 
gether, they make a notable literary trio.

Several days ago the New York papers 
announced the death of Henry P. Halsey, 
of Brooklyn, the well-known author of the 
“Old Sleuth’’ stories. Halsey had no lit- 
éerary training, but he had made over $500,- 
000 out of his sensational stories in the 
past twenty years. He had been known to 
dictate a complete novel in a day, and the 
demand for his work was greater than he 
could supply. 

An Atlanta writer, Henry King Shackel- 
ford, has made a comfortable living for 
many years out of his blood and thunder 
fiction. He was at one time a reporter on 
the staff of the old Intelligencer, but he 
threw up his job and went to work writ- 
ing dime novels for a New York publisher. 
At first he earned only $150 a month, but 
when he moved to Brooklyn he obtained 
more work and his income rapidly increas- 
ed. He soon made himself comfortable 
and independent and found time to take a 
prominent part in the local politics of his 
city. 

If he had confined himself to a better or 
higher class of work, it is probable that he 
would have starved to death. The late 
Professor William Henry Peck, who lived 
many years in Atlanta, found it difficult to 
make more than $10,000 a year out of his 
serial stories, and it has been said that he 
would have been more successful if he had 
been less particular about the style and 
moral tone of his novels, 


Frequently a writer of a high order of 
genius or talent fails to impress the pub- 
lishers or win favor with the critics. 

This is not strange. Very few publishers 
know anything about books, and critics are 
simply the back numbers who have failed 
in art and literature. Many great books 
would have died in their manuscript form 
if they had not been introduced to the pub- 
lic by some famous and influential person, 
Hugh Conway wrote without recognition 
until Editor Labouchere called attention to 
his work. 

But editors like Labouchere are scarce. 
If one of them had accidentally seen Henry 
Clay Fairman’s novel, “The Third W orld,”’ 
I feel sure that he would have brought it 
to the front. It is a strong, original and 
brilliant story, and it deserves to rank with 
the best romances of Jules Verne and 
Rider Haggard. 


The south has some of the best literary 
talent in the country, and there is no lack 
of it here in Atlanta. But our conditions 
do not favor its profitable development and 
some very bright writers have found it to 
their interest to go elsewhere. 

In the old days Maurice Thompson made 
Atlanta his literary ‘headquarters, and 
wrote for The Ladies’ Home Gazette and 
Scott’s Monthly. Finding that he was on 
the road to starvation, he sought a wider 
field in the west, and the change brought 
Success and prosperity. 

Woodrow Wilson might have remained 
unknown if he had stuck to Atlanta. He 
moved north and became an authority as a 
writer of essays and books dealing with 
politics and the science of government. 

Beccles Wilson would thave found it hard 
to earn a living here as a hack newspaper 
writer. Fortunately, he boldly went to 
London to try his luck, and in a few years 
he produced two or three successful books 
and was made the editor of a popular IEng- 
lish magazine. 


The thoughtful reader of solid literature, 
as well as those Who are interested in such 
questions of science and art as pertain to 
religion and eivilization, will welcome the 
coming volume from the pen of Mr. G. L. 
Norrmann, entitled ‘“‘Architecture as Illus- 
trative of Religious Belief and as a Means 
of Tracing Civilization.”’ 

In this book the talented author presents 
many interesting facts and theories in re- 
gard to the Dolmens, the development of 
Romanesque art, the different stages of 
Civilization represented by the architecture 
of all ages, and the traces of the -Aesar 
religion found in the structures erected by 
the Norsemen and their descendants. Mr. 
Norrmann jisastudent,a traveler, a close 
observer and a practical man, and his book 
is both entertaining and instructive. More- 
over, it thas the charm of a remarkably 
finished and graphic style, something which 
is rare in these days of tangled and slip- 
shod writing. Mr. Norrmann has been urg- 
ed to popularize his subject in the form of 
a lecture, and if he consents, it is safe to 
say that he will be a success on the plat- 
form. 


Within the next few days a large north- 
ern publishing house will issue a dainty 
volume, written by Dr. Ralcy H. Bell, en- 
titled ‘‘Aala Deene and Other Poems.” It 
will be a perfect gem of a book, beautiful- 
ly illustrated, and the poems in it wil] be 
found worthy of their artistic framework. 
Dr. Bell is so generally recognized as a 
man of genius, a bold and original thinker 
and as a foreeful and yet graceful writer 
that this latest offering from his pen will 
be looked for with great interest. 

Professional men should be encouraged to 
turn aside occasionally from their routine 
work when they have something in their 
minds that deserves a place in the world 
of literature and art. Some of the finest 
intellecte of our time are shut up in the 
dusty offices of our doctors and lawvers. 
There is no good reason why thev should 
not sometimes stray into other fields where 
they may win new honors and rewards. 


The literary side of Atlanta deserves, 
and should receive, 


more attention. The 
Sunny Soutthh The Saturday Review, The 
Alkahest and The Southern Review contain 
in every issue articles of genuine merit 
from the pens of bright Atlantians. 

Then, there are more than a dozen clubs 
and societies of a literary character, and 
our most cultured people take an active in- 
terest in them. 

Within the past fifteen years there has 
been a remarkable growth of the literary 
spirit among the women of Atlanta, and 
their achievements in journalism and in 
literature will some day fill a very brilliant 
chapter in our history.

Seats for Female Employees. 

Editor Constitution—Your Riehmond, Va., 
correspondent is mistaken in the state- 
ment made in The Constitution of yester- 
day, that the law passed at the last session 
of the Virginia legislature, requiring em- 
ployers to furnish seats to female employees 
when not at work, was the first of its kind 
in the south. A law of this kind was en- 
acted in Georgia in 1889, and the penalty 
subsequently increased, and itis now in 
force, though it seems that its existence 
is ignored by many of those affected by it. 
It applies to all ‘manufacturing, mechni- 
cal or mercantile establishments,” and 
failure to comply with it is punishable by 
fine, imprisonment, labor in the chaingang— 
any one or more of these—in the discretion 
of the judge. (Penal code, 127). I have 
never heard of a prosecution under this 
law.

A rattlesnake preserves something of his 
deadly look even’when only his bones show. 
Perhaps of our pois- 
onous snakes the 
best known are the 
rattlers, says The 
Scientific American. 

The northern rattie- 
snake (crotalus hofri- 
dus) has the widest 
geographical range, 
being found in nearly 
every state of the 
union from the gulf 
of Mexico to north- 
ern New England and 
West to the Rocky mountains. Its appear- 
ance is not very pleasing, it having a large 
flat head, brilliant eyes, and between the 
eyes and the nostril a deep pit. The horny 
appendage to the tail, which is termed the 
rattle, and gives to the snake its distinctive 
nhame, consists of a number of ‘hollow drv 
rings ending in a rounded button, which 
rattle together when the tall is vidratea, 
Which vibrating or rattling is done when- 
ever the snake is alarmed. The exact use 
of this rattle is not known: but it Is sup- 
posed that the animal is provided with this 
appendage because it lacks tne power of 
hissing. The idea that a rattle is added 
every year is not borne out by facts. A 
specimen owned by one observer, Dr. Hol- 
brook, developed two rattles within a year. 
Mr. Peale, the naturalist, kept a rattler for 
fourteen years. When he obtained it it had 
eleven rattles and during the _ fourteen 
years it several, but new ones took 
their places,:so that at the @nd of this time 
the snake stil! possessed eleven rattles.

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JOHN MILAM KILLED HENRY PERRY 
~ IN A DESPERATE FICHT YESTERDAY

A Questionable Héuse on Madison Avenue the Scene of an Awful 
Tragedy, in Which a Woman Plays a Strange Role 


BOTH MEN ARE WELL KNOWN 


Florence Livingston Tries Te Take Blame 
of Crime on Her Own Shoulders, 


PERRY MAKES’ A BYING STATEMENT 


Said That Milam Shot Him—Cursed 
Milam with His Last Breath. 
Milam Is Locked Behind the 
Bars of the Station 
House. 


in a house at 92 Madiscn avenue, Henry 
Perry, a man well known in this city, was 
shot and killed almost instantly by John 
A Milam yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

A desperate fight ensued between the two 


men on the back porch of the house. 


Florence Livingston, a woman living there, 


endeavored to separate the men. Perry 
stooped to pick up a piece of iron from 
the floor of the porch, and at that moment 
Milam drew his pistol and struck Perry a 
terrible blow in the forehead. The woman 
knocked the pistol out of Milam's hand, 
but the man snatched it up again and lev- 
cling it at Perry’s heart fired point blank. 

The ball entered the body of Perry in the 
f‘upper part of the chest just below the 
neck, severing the jugular vein. 

Perry. r-n out in the yard, and out on 
the sidewalk on Madison avenue, where he 
fel] from exhaustion and loss of blood. 

A man, in whom the police have every 


confidence, but whose name the authorities . 
wish to keep secrét, was passing up Madi- | 


son avenue at the time, and seeing the 
prostrate form on the sidewalk, hurried to 
Perry's side. The man states Perry gasped 
that he had been shot by John Milam and 


that the dying man cursed Milam with his

last: breath. A crowd quickly gathered at | 


the place and a message was sent with 
haste to the police station, which was re- 
sponded to by Mounted Officers White and 
Eddieman. 

Perry lingered but a few moments, and 
no other statement was made by him re- 
garding the tragedy. 

Woman Takes the Blame. 

In the house the officers found Florence 
Livingston and John Milam sitting in a 
room talking as if nothing of importance 
had happened on the outside. Both were 
taken in charge by Officers White and Ed- 
dleman and carried to the police barracks. 

At the barracks, Florence Livingston 
cried out in an excited voice that she 
had” killed Perry, and that Milam had 
nothing do with the crime. The woman 
jerked gut a pistol from her pocket and 
laying it down on the station house keep- 
er’s desk, exclaimed: “And here is what I 
killed him with.” 

An examination of the pistol showed that 
it was full of loaded cartridges, and none 
of the chambers of the gun were empty. 

Milam was intoxicated and appeared to 
be mystified about his arrest. The man 
said that he was sitting in a room of the 
house and did not even hear the sound of 
the pisto] that was discharged in the rear 
of the dwelling. 

Florence Livingston stoutly maintained 
that she had killed Perry, and declared 
that the man had provoked her so of re- 
cent date that she felt that she had to 
protect herself 

“he Woman Changes Tactics. 

Late yesterday afternoon the Livingston 
woman had a call from her daughter, who 
she states was at the opera house when 
the shooting of Perry took place. The 
younger woman told the officers that she 
knew her mother had not killed Perry, 
and Captain Jennings sent for the woman 
prisoner to get a statement from her. 

Florence Livingston broke down at the 
sight of her daughter, and in the presence 
of the police captain she admitted that 
she had taken the blame of the shooting 
on her cwn shoulders for the reason that 
she wanted to protect Milam. 

She said that Perry had been worrying 
her for the past two months, and that on 
several occasions he had broken in the 
front door and attempted to beat her. The 
officers on the beat, near the house, have 
had occasion, so they state, to arrest Per- 
ry several times for fighting in the house 
and had warned him not to be found there 
any more,

Milam continued to appear mystified at 


his arrest and protested that he was not 


even an eye witness to the shooting of 
Perry. He stated that he did not know 
the man who was shot until he was told 
by an officer at the police station. 

How the Fight Began. 

Florence Livingston states that Perry 
came to her house Sunday night in a state 
ot intoxication and that he brought a pile 
of rocks with him with which to run the 
women out of the house. 

Perry was quieted in some way and was 
finally persuaded to leave the place. The 
man returned yesterday afternoon shortly 
after the dinner hour and found John Mi- 
lam in the house. Perry, it is said, began 
cursing the Livingston woman and every- 


ody in the place, and it was then that 


Milam came out of the room in which he 
was sitting, and it is reported picked a 
quarrel with Perry. 

Tne two men moved toward the back of 
the house, threatening each other, but it 
seems that Milam did not draw the pistol 
that he is supposed to have had in his 
pocket until he reached the back porch, 
Florence Livingston followed the two men 
to the rear of the house and joined in the 
quarrel, to her statement, and 
she says that just as the men reached the 


porch Perry stooped to pick up something

Cook Was Bribed. 

At a late hour last night the cook, Ella 
Cooper, was arrested and brought to the 
police barracks and there the woman «on- 
fessed that she had been bribed by Florence 
Livingston to lay the shooting on the wo- 
man. 

She corroborated the second statement of 
Florence Livingston and told how the fight 
took place on the back porch between the 
two men. 

Other evidence was collected last night 
through the good work of Officers Edd:e- 
man and White and there is no doubt left 
in the minds of the officials that John Milam 
is the guilty party. 

Henry Perry, the murdered man, came to 
this city from Milledgeville several months 
ago, where he has a sister, Miss Eva Perry, 
who is a teacher in the public schools of 
that town. Perry was not married and the 
sister living in Milledgeville is the only 
relative the man had that the officers know 
of. During the last few months he had 
been a frequent visitor at the house on 
Madison avenue and hhad been before the 
recorder on several occasions for disturbing 
the neighborhood around Madison avenue. 

John A, Milam, the man who is held for 
the murder, has lived in Atlanta for a 
number of years ana resides at 68% White- 
hall street. He has no family, so far as 
known by the police. 

The body of Henry Perry was removed 
yesterday afternoon to the undertaking es- 
tablishment of Hilburn & Bowden and the 
coroner's investigation into the cause of 
the shooting will be held at that place this 
morning.

MAY HAVE BEEN STRAY BULLET

Henry Matthews, a negro nineteen years 
of age, living at 205 Butier street, waé 
shot in the,side by an unknown person 
yesterday morning about 11 o’clock. 

Matthews lives on Butler street with a 
family by the name of Thomas, and accord- 
ing to this statement, has no relatives in 
the city. 

He states that he was standing in front 
of his home leaning against the fence yes- 
terday morning when he heard a pistol 
crack and at the same moment felt a 
sharp pain in his side. The man fell to the 
ground and his friends in the ‘house rush- 
ed out at the sound of the pistol to see 
what was the trouble. They found Mat- 
thews lying by the fence groaning and 
bleeding from the side. Matthews was 
asked who had fired the shot, but the man 
stated that he did not know, as he had 
seen no one pointing a pistol at him. 

On the opposite side of the street from 
the place where Matthews was standing 
is a high fence to the rear of a dwelling, 
and it is supposed that the person 
the shot was standing behind the fence.

It is. the belief of the friends of Mat- 
thews that some one with a grudge against 
him secreted himself behind the fence and 
waited for Matthews to come out of his 
house. The jhhigh fence at the place offers 
a good opportunity for a deed of that 
kind, as the palings are high enough to 
conceal the tallest man, and there are 
cracks in the fence wide enough through 
which to take aim. 

Matthews stated at the hospital that he 
knew of no one who had a grudge against 
him and could not’ understand why any 
one should shoot him in malice. Matthews 
bears a good reputation in the neighbor- 
hood in whieh he ‘lives, and his friends 
are making an effort to locate the person 
who fired the shot. 

It is thought possible by some that the 
bullet that entered Matthews’s side was 
a stray shot from a gun some distance 
away from the place and by some one 
simply celebrating Christmas. The reason 
for this theory is that the bullet, while 
entering a vital part of the body, entered 
but a short distance.

There were several] eye-witnesses to the 
shooting, and nearly all of them seem to 
think that the fatal shot was the result of 
carelessness on tne part of Mike Day. 
Henry Fleury, an older brother of the dead 
boy, saw the shot fired, and says that the 
pistol was pointed directly at Frank, and 
that Day was looking in that direction at 
the time. 
Yesterday 
boys were playing in the field near Spellman 
seminary, on Chestnut street. A fire had 
been built, and they were discharging fire- 


morning a number of small 


crackers, when Mike Day came up. He had 
a pistol with him, and began shooting at a 
target in the field. 

According to his own statement, Day had 
fired three or four shots at the target, and 
found that the pistol “‘kicked.’’ The next 
shot he fired, so he says, was at the 
ground, and the weapon jumped in his 
hand, and the ball struck Fleury, who was 
standing near looking on. # 

“T suppose Frank must have got inthe 
way,” said Day, in speaking of the sad 
affair, ‘‘for I did not see him until he 
fell to the ground. I don’t think he said 
a word after being shot. It was purely 
an accident, and I never regretted a 
thing more in my life. After I saw that 
Frank was dead, I went home and gave 
the pistol to my mother, and remained 
in the house until Officer Luck came 
and arrested me. I wanted to go at once 
and give myself up, but my mother per- 
suaded me to remain at the house until 
the officers came for me.”’ 

Pierced Both Lungs. 

At the time of the shooting Frank Pleury 

was standing with his right side toward 
t

a night watchman 


(Mike Day, and the ball took effect near the 
right nipple. 

According to the statement of Dr. A. 
Dawson, who was summoned immediately 
aftér the shooting, the baii probably 
pierced both lungs and at last found lodg- 
ment in the heart. 

“When I arrived at the scene of the 
shooting,’’ said Dr. Dawson, ‘if found that 
young Fleury was already dead. The 
wound was in the right side, and very little 
blood came from it. There was some blood, 
however, flowing from his mouth, which 
was probably caused by the terrible internal 
bleeding.’’ 

At the direction of Dr. Dayson, the body 
of young Fleury was removed to the family 
residence at 52 Lee street. It remained 
there on a cot until Coroner Stamps arrived. 

The statement of Clarence Howell, of 205 
Grensferry avenue, who was one of the 
boys in the field at the time of the shooting, 
is to the effect that the shot that killed 
young Fleury was purely accidenal. 

“Mike was shooting at a plank,’’ said 
he, ‘and after he had fired three shots, 
somebody told him to put the pistol up, 
and ‘he said that he would when he made 
one more shot. He then threw his hand 
behind him and fired. Frank threw his 
hands up to his breast and fell to the 
ground. We saw that he had been hit, 
and somebody went for the doctor. So. 
far as I know, there was no bad feeling 
in the crowd, and there had been no 
quarreling.”’ 

Says It Was Intentional. 

Henry Fleury, brother of the dead boy, 
gays that the fatal shot was fired directly 
at his brother, and could not have been 
accidental. 2 

“While Mike was shooting at the tar- 
get,” says he, ‘Frank and I were 
standing to one side, talking. Brother 
had his right side toward Mike, and 
when the shot was fired I was looking 
directly at the pistol. I saw the flash, 
and Frank fell to the ground with his 
hands pressed to his’ side. ‘Are you 
shot?’ I asked him, but he seemed to be 
strangling, and could not answer. His 
feet were all drawn up, and he appeared 
to be suffering a great deal. He must 
have died only a few minutes after being 
shot. Mike was all the time picking at 
brother for some reason or other, and I 
think they had a quarrel some time 
ago."’ 

The dead boy was the son of J. J. Fleury, 
of the Atlanta woolen 
mills, and was the youngest of ten children. 
Hie was about ten years old, and was a 
pupil of the fourth grade, West End school. 
He was regarded by the neighbors as being 
an unusually quiet and bright young fellow. 

Mike Day, the boy who did the shooting, 
is about seventeen years old. He is rather 
gmail for his age, and (has a thin, pale 
face. He is the er. T. Das... aa 
engineer at the Gould building, and lives 
with his parents near West End. 

His right leg is almost useless, and in 
walking he uses a crutch and stick. He 
says that when four years of age he slipped 
on the kitchen floor and injured his spine 
in such a manner that he has been a cripple 


son 


ever since. 

At first he said that he did not desire to 
discuss the shooting, but after being asked 
several questions, he changed his mind, and 
told not only of the shooting of young 
Fleury, but also of the shooting of Jack 
Jones, which occurred about a year ago. 

In regard to the latter affair, Day has this 
to say: 

I shot Jack because he made vile re- 
marks about my sister, and I think I 
was justifiable in what I did. When I 
learned of what he had said about my 
sister, I was mad, and we met one even- 
ing in front of the Trinity home mission, 
on Leonard street, just after the ser- 
vices. I shot him in the arm. I was 
arrested, but came free at the trial. 

Coroner Did Not Hold Inquest. 

It was 5 o'clock before Coroner Stamps 
was able to go out to the home of the 
Fleurys for the purpose of holding an 
inquest, and on account of his not having 
sufficient time to collect the necessary evi- 
dence, it was postponed until this morning. 

It is understood that all the boys who 
were in the field at the time of the shoot- 
ing of young Fleury will be summoned by 
the coroner to testify, and upon their tes- 


timony will rest the verdict of the coro- 


ner’s jury.

HILL NOT QUT 
OF MOORE CASE 


Says He Will Continue To Fight 
for Innocent Woman, 


SHE MAY COME TO ATLANTA 


‘Mr Hil Will Try To Secure Bail for 
Her Release, 


SAYS THE RECORDER 18 PREJUDICED 


‘Pet Strahan Could Have Secured Liber- 
ty if She Would Have Sworn 
Against Moore or Plead Guil- 
ty—Devotion to Truth 
Prevented, 


Mr. B. H. Hill, one of the counsel in the 
celebrated case against Pet Strahan-Moore, 
which has been on trial in New York city 
for some time, will not quit the case. He 
Says that the statement that he would re- 
tire, 1s misleading. He is stil] connected 
With the litigation, and believes that the 
unfortunate woman will eventually be 
brought clear of the charges against her. 

Mr. Hill returned to the ciiy yesterday, 
after having spent the greater part of five 
weeks in the metropolis in the interest 
of Pet Strahan. When seen yesterday he 
said that he would return there as soon as 
the case is called again, and he can leave 
this business in Atlanta. 

Mr. Hill says that Pet Strahan is un- 
doubtedly innocent, and that she will be 
acquitted very soon, if a fair trial can he 
obtained. He said yesterday that she may 
come to Atlanta, ag he believes he can 
secure bail for her. 

Mr. Hill speaks very entertainingly of 
the case, and says that it will be a steady 
fight until Mrs. Moore is released. He has 
no idea of giving up her defense. The at- 
torney stated some facts that have not 
been brought out in the case before, and 
explains an interesting phase of it. He also 
epeaks of the presiding judge as being un- 
just. 

What Mr. Hill Says. 

The head lines in this afternoon's 
Journal, said Mr. Hill, are misleading. 
I have not quit the Moore case. If the 
trial comes up in the next ten days, 
I will be unable to return, because of 
engagements here. If possible, howev- 
er, I shall go back and assist Mr. Levy 
in doing what I can for the unfortunate 
but innocent woman. 

But for the judge's terrible charge, 
she would <shave been acquitted. Mr. 
Abraham Levy, who is her New York 
lawyer, is at the head of the bar, and is 
very much interested in her behalf. He 
will, in my opinion, finally acquit her, 
It is a very unequal fight. The press 
of New York is solid against her, and 
the recorder seems determined to con- 
vict. His charge in the case on tho 
facts was the most remarkable I have 
ever heard, and not parafleled by the 
Charge of Judge Stephens in the cele- 
brated Mayfield case in England. 

Mrs. Moore will be called into court 
today, and it is probable her case will 
be set for trial early in January. In 
the meantime I shall endeavor to get 
bai] for her so she can come home to 
her mother. If possible, [ will return 
to participate in her second triat. 

The woman's loyalty to what she de- 
clares to be the truth, and her devo- 
tion to Moore's interests prevents her 
from being released. She has ‘had two 
opportunities to gain her liberty—one 
by swearing against Moore, and another 
by pleading guilty, with a suspension of 
sentence. She declined both pronosi- 
tions, although advised by her counsel 
that she was in great peril. 

Personally, I was treated with the 
utmost courtesy and consideration by 
the judge and district attorney. Under 
the practice in New York, only one 
speech on a side is permitted, and Mr. 
Levy desired in this case that I make

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WANT TO INSURE THE STATE. 


Georgia Will Soon Pay Out $16,000 
in Premiums on Her Insur- 
ance Policies. 

The state officials took a holiday yester- 
day. Only two or three went to their offices 
at all, and they had nothing to do. There 

were no callers and very little mail. 

Most of the officials will be at their de- 
partments this: morning. 

The insurance men are now after Gover- 
nor Candler. Georgia carries about $800,000 
insurance on its property scattercd over the 
state. 

The annual premium on this amount of 
insurance would be about $8,000 if it was 
paid by the year, but by paying two 
premiums in advance, the state gets its 
property protected from (fire for three 
years. Most of the policies will soon expire. 
There is, therefore, quite a contest for the 
business. The agent’s commission at 15 
per cent would be $2,400. 

It has been suggested to the governor 
that it would be the right thing to divide 
the insurance between the sixty companies 
doing business in Georgia. This would give 
the agents small commissions, $40 apiece, 
and some of them prefer to play for. the 
Whole stake or a large part of it. 

Governor Candler has the matter under 
consideration.

LEAVES ATLANTA THURSDAY 


Colonel Hall Is Very Popular in Miii- 
tary Circles. 


MAJOR H. 1. ALLEN SUCCEEDS HIM 


Major Allen Has Been Military At- 
tache to European Countries and 
Hes a Splendid Record. 


Lieutenant Colonel W. P. Hall, adjutant 
genera! of the department of the gulf, who 
has been stationed in Atlanta since the 
headquarters of the department was lo- 
cated here, will leave Thursday for San 
Juan, Porto Rico, where he will occupy 
the position of adjutant general in the de- 
partment of Porto Rico. 

Colonel Hall is to be succeeded in the 
department of the gulf by Major H. T. 
Allen, of the volunteer organization, who 
has a splendid record also in the regular 
army, being a first lieutenant in the Sec- 
ond cavalry. 

The war department has been searching 
for some time for a suitable officer to send 
to Porto Rico to act as adjutant general 
of that department.

Colonel Hall is well known in Atlanta 
and has made many friends here since the 
establishment of the department of the 
guilf. He has an excellent military record 
and thas several times distinguished him- 
self during military operations. He was 
for a number of years adjutant general of 
the department of Texas, but when that 
department was abolished to’ make room 
for the more important department of the 
gulf Colonel Hall was sent here as adjutant 
general. This position he has held to the 
eminent satisfaction of every one, and he 
is ésteemed not only by the authorities 
at Was shington, but also by those under 
him. 

Major Allen, who succeeds Colonel Hall, 
was at one time military attache to 
Russia and later was sent to Berlin in the 
Same capacity.

A LEADING CASE 
IN RAILWAY LAW 


The Isjunction Against the Texas Rail- 
road Commission Ties Its Hands. 


RESTRAINING ORDER IS BROAD 


- Members of the Board Are Hunting 


for a Way To Escape. 


BEAT FORMER INJUNCTION AGAINST THEM 


This Time They Seem To Be Tied Up. 
Their Mistake Was in Being 
Too Radical. 


The railroad commissioners of Texas are 
trying to find a way to untie their hands. 
They want to reduce freight charges and 
passenger fares in the state, but the United 
States circuit court has enjoined them and 
they are in a quandary. 

This injunction is likely to become a 
leading case in similar railroad litigation. 
Just now the populist governor of Kansas is 
aitempting to reduce charges and rates in 
his state. For some unexplained reason the 
States in which railroads make the least 
money are the most hostile to the carriers. 
Texas, Kansas and Nebraska have furnish- 
ed illustrations. 

In Texas the railroad that pays operating 

expenses and fixed charges is in great iuck. 
Dividends on stock in that state are al- 
most unknown. 
_In 1834 the commission of Texas was en- 
joined by Judge McCormick, of the federal 
court, from enforcing a new tariff of 
charges which it had prepared. Immediate- 
ly thereafter, however, the commission be- 
Gan to reduce rates on single articles. 
Finding that the whole rate sheet could not 
be revised and reduced, the commissioners 
proceeded to reduce the charges by piece- 
meal. Recently a new cotton tariff was ia 
sued and the roads were ordered to observe 
it. They applied for an injunction and at 
the same time asked Judge McCormick, be- 
fore whom the case was brought, to forbid 
the commission to enforce all the rates it 
had lowered since 1894. 

A restraining order was granted on the 
ground that the commission was practical- 
ly confiscating the property of the railroads 
without just compensation. 

Bills Were Similar. 

The bills in the ten cases were substan- 
tially similar and went into the details as 
to the construction, mileage, encumbrances 
and net earnings, and the effect upon the 
net earnings of each of the rates fixed and 
enforced by the commission, “showing in 
each case that the rates heretofore estab- 
lished voluntarily by the roads were rea- 
sOnable and such as competitive, commer- 
cial and financial conditions warranted and 
required; that the system of rates now en- 
forced by the commission and proposed to 
be enforced are unreasonably low; are low- 
er than the rates enjoined in the former 
suits, to which reference has been made, 
and will and have in each instance go re- 
duced the net earnings of each of the 
roads that they nor any of thei can earn, 
nor have earned, revenues sufficient to meet 
their running expenses, including replace- 
ments and repairs and such bettermenis 
as the advancing business of the roads and 
the acquirements of such trafhe render nec- 
essary to be made, and to eara a reasona- 
ble compensation for the service rendered, 
the transportation of the freights moved. 
They allege that each and all of the rates, 
rules and regulations established by the 
railroad commission were made and estab- 
lished by the railroad commission in pur- 
suance of the design and purposes, repeat- 
edly avowed by it, and which are its settled 
policy, to reduce the rates of the railroads 
until they reach a level that will, when ap- 
plied to the ordinary volume of traffic, yield 
to the company no more revenue than will 
be sufficient, after paying operating ex- 
penses and ordinary repairs, to pay a rea- 
sonable return in the way of interest or div- 
idends on a sum which the commission has 
assumed and stated to be sufficient to con- 
struct a similar railroad at the present 
time; that in pursuance of this policy and 
the railroad commission has made 
in the manner pointed out in the bill an es- 
timate of the present value of each of the 
railways and its appurtenant property and 
filed the same in the office of the secretary 
of state, and has repeatedly avowed that 
the sum thus ascertained was the limit of 
the amount upon which the companies 
should be entitled to earn return. It is 
averred in the bill #tat this value fixed by 
the commission is, in each instance, great- 
ly less than the actual cost of constructing 
acquiring, equipping and bringing to pres- 
ent state of excellence the rai:ways in- 
cluded in these suits, and fs greatly less 
than the real value of each of said rail- 
roads’”’ 

Houston and Texas Central. 

The case of the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral is cited, that road presenting figures 
to show that the cost of construction, 
equipment and betterment is about $62,000 
per mile, whereas the valuation placed 
upon this property by the commission is 
but $21,000 per mile. After referring to 
these facts, the court says: 

“This statement shows the vast difference 
between the estimates made by and on be- 
half of the railroad company, and the es- 
timates made by the railroad commission 
of the value of the railroad’s property on 
which it is entitled to earn some profit. It 
seems to be clear from the answer of the 
commission, the tone of the affldavits which 
it offers in support of its answer, and the 
argument of the attorney general and the 
assistant attorney general who represented 
it on this heading, that in estimating the 
value of the railroad property no allowance 
was made for the favorable locatfon of the 
same, in view of the advance of prosperity 
of the country through which it runs and 
the increment to its value due to the set- 
tling, seasoning and permanent establish- 
ment of the railways, and to the establish- 
ed business and the good will connected 
with the business, which has beén estab- 
lished through a long series of years; and 
all of which ought reasonably to be con- 
sidered in fixing the value of the property 
and the capitalization upon which at least 
it is entitled to earn and should pay some 
returns by way of interest or dividends.”’ 

The opinion concludes as follows: 

“On the whole case, as made in the case 
of the Houston and Texas Central Railroad 
Company, it seems clear tu me this system 
of rates adopted and enforced by the com- 
mission does not affor@ to the owners of 
this property the equal protection of the 
law and takes from the owners and stock- 
holders the property ‘they have therein 
without just compensation, and that there- 
fore the rate must be held to be unreason- 
ably low, unjust and confsecatory, and 
should not be submitted to and cannot be 
suffered to be enforced. 

‘“‘As already said, the case made for relief 


in each of the other suits seems to be | 


stronger than the case of the Houston and 
Texas Central Railroad Company, and the 
evidence appears to me to show clearly 
that the system of rates imposed is to each 
of the roads unreasonably low, unjust and 
confiscatory. Therefore the prayer of the 
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bill in each case is granted to the extent 
of enjoining the roads from adopting the 
rates heretofore promulgated by the com- 
mission, and enjoining the commission and 
the attorney genera] from enforcing the 
same, and enjoining all persons claiming 
thereunder from persecuting the railroads 
Or any of the officers thereof for the non- 
observance of the system of rates hereio- 
fore promulgated by the commission,”’

A charter for the Fulton County Gold 
Mining Company has been filed in the 
record office of the county. The capital 
stock of the company is $2,500 with 10 per 
cent paid in and the privilege of increasing 
the capital stock to $1,000,000. The stock 
will be divided into shares of $100 each. The 
incorporators are among the most proml- 

nent citizens of the city. 

The company proposes to carry on the 
business of mining, milling and working 
gold, silver, copper and other ores, de- 
veloping mineral properties of all kinds and 
buying, selling, renting and leasing real 
estate, either with or without mineral value. 

The petitioners alSo pray 
to issue bonds and secure the same in such 
manner as‘it may see fit, to borrow and 
lend money and to secure and have the 
same secured by deed, mortgage or pledge 
of whatsoever nature it may deem best.

HOOPER IS AGAIN 
BEHIND IRON BARS 


One of the Four Moonshiners Whe Broke 
Jail Brought Back Last Night. 


CAPTURED BY DEPUTY JOHNSON

Found Secreted Between Mattresses 
of a Bei in Towns County. 


ALL FOUR ARE NOW BACK IN THE FOLD 


Hooper Gave the Officer a Desperate 
Fight for Freedom, but Was 
Finally Overpowered. 


———= 


George W. Hooper, the first of the moon- 
shiners to slide down the rope at the Ful- 
ton county jail and make a break for free- 
dom, and the last of the four to return to 
his ancient place in the jail, was brought 
in last night at 10:30 o'clock by United 
States Deputy Marshal J. B. Johnson. The 
return of Hooper was .unlooked for, and it 
was evident from the sheepish expression 
of the jai] breaker that his predicament 
was any but satisfactory to his taste. 

line capture of the fourth moonshiner 
who escaped from the county jail by sliding 
down an improvised rope on the night ol 
December 7th was effected after a hard 
tussle with the man by Deputy Johnson. 

The men was found at the home of But- 
ler Tibbetts, in Towns county, one of the 
moonsniners who escaped with him, and it 
was luck that enabled the marshal to find 
where Hooper was secreted. .In a room in 
the Tibbetts cottage, between the mattress- 
es of a bed that was found in perfect order, 
Hooper was discovered. The marshal pull- 
ed the bed out and ordered the man to 
surrender, but the fellow jumped to his 
feet and made a desperate effort to leap 
from the window of the room. 

A hard tussle followed,in which the depu- 
ty got the better of his man and finally 
managed to handeuff him and take his 
captive to the railroad station. 

Was a Costly Turn. 

The bed in which Hooper was secreted 
was in perfect condition, with the covering 
tucked in on all sides, but while tne mar- 
shal was in the room examining the clos- 
ets, Hooper decided that he would turn 
over and change his position. Tne move- 
ment of the Led attracted the attention of 
the watchful deputy and suspecting some- 
thing wrong, the officer slipped up and 
pulled off the covering. At the same mo- 
ment Hooper slipped out from the’ other 
side of the bed and made an effort to get 
out of the window, but the deputy was too 
quick for him, and the man was soon in 
the cltches of the law again. 

The officers at the county jail are grati- 
fied to have al] four of the men back once 
more, and they assert that no others will 
leave again in the unexpected way that 
characterized the departure of the moon- 
shiners. The escape of the prisoners from 
the new jail-was made shortly after the 
prison was first occupied and before the 
bars in all the windows had been thorough- 
ly tested. The escape was considered in no 
way the fault of the jailers and they are 
satisfied that no one else wiil get out again 
without a transfer or a discharge from 
prison. 

The first of the four men to be captured 
by the county authorities were John and 
Mathew Lindsay and then Butler Tibbett 
was taken by the authorities at his home 
in Towns county. According to the state- 
ment of the other three men, Hooper was 
the first of the four to slide out of the 
window and down the rope at the ground 
below, and the fact that he was the last 
to come back to the fold fulfills an old 
prophecy which say the “first shall be 
last.”” said George Hooper as he was led 
by the jailer to the room where his three 
companions, who had preceded him, were 
confined. 

Visited Three Friends. 

Leaving the jail on the night of Decem- 
ber 7th, Hooper and Tibbetts struck out 
together and decided to walk through the 
country, stopping at farm houses for the 
night. The journey, according to ‘Tib- 
betts. was made in a short time, and no 
officer was found on the way to stop the 
two men. 

Reaching Towns county the two men 
secreted themselves for several days, but 
finally decided to come out among thelr 
friends. 

Thier presence in the neighborhood was 
soon found out in some way by the fed- 
eral officers, and being notified that the 
men had escaped from the Fulton county 
prison, a close watch was Kept for them, 

Having captured Tibbetts, the officers 
were pretty well satisfied that Hooper was 
somewhere in the neighborhood, and for 
the past week a sharp lookout has been 


kept for him in Towns county.
